FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Q. Ihave a powdery gray substance on my rose foliage. 
Can you identify it? 


A. Your problem is powdery mildew, and you should 
spray every ten days with Orthocide 50 to keep this under 
control. It is a fungus and thrives when we have cold 
nights and warm days, with heavy fog in the morning.

Q. When should Nun’s Lily Orchids be transplanted? 


A. Immediately after blooming is an excellent time to 
ove Phaius. You may separate them into smaller clumps 
or transplant into the ground or a larger pot. 
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Q. Ihave been told that Zoysia is the only grass which is 
not damaged by insects. Is this true? 


A. Sorry, your source of information was incorrect. Army 
Worms, as well as Sod Web Worms, may damage your 
lawn if you have them in the neighborhood. 
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Q. If fertilizer is to be applied to Azaleas is it all right to 
put it on top of the oak leaf mulch? 


A. You will certainly get much more results from your 
fertilizer if you rake back the leaves and apply the fertilizer 
to the soil. Be sure to water in weil, and then rake the leaf 
mulch back in place. 


Q. Ihave been told that you have an inspection service 
available for home owners. Just what is it, and what is 
the cost. 


A. We do have a monthly inspection service. One of our 
experienced men calls at your home and checks all your 
plants, lawn, trees, etc. to see if they are all right. He makes 
recommendations as to fertilizing, pruning, spraying, etc.
